of smokers is highest among chll- : 
dren of families lii which both 
parents smoke cigarettes; lowest 
in families in which neither par¬ 
ent has been a smoker, and Inter¬ 
mediate in families In which only 
one parent smokes cigarettes. . 

The physician said the percent¬ 
age of smokers among boys who 
do not participate in organized 
athletics Is substantially higher 
than among those who do. The 
percentage of smokers is higher 
among students who do not partici¬ 
pate in any school activities.

Ing as a regular habit." .
